Britain Pays Again 

U.S, Receives Second Instaliment for 
Silver Bought During War 

Payment of $19,672,500 by Great 
Britain as the second installment on 
the debt of $122,000,000 created by the 
Government's purchase of silver dur- 
ing the war has been reported by the 
treasury of the Mederal Reserve Bank 
of New York. 

The payment consisted of $18,300,- 
000 of principal and $1,872,500 of in- 
terest. A further installment of $12,- 
200,000 on the debt is due May 15, 
which will cut Great Britains debt in 
, half. 

Under the arrangement for payment 
by Great Britain on the silver pur- 
cha , the debt will be liquidated in 
May, 1924, these payments being en- 
tirely apart from the $5,000,000,000 of 
war loans due the United States from 
Britain.

lems in illumination is to provide an 
artificial source of light which will! 


Such a source of light is invaluable in 
the textile industry and for the mat« 
ing of fabrics.

In Early Days Watchmakers Used 
Pig’s Bristle 

In the early days of watch-making, 
science had not yet developed steel 
sufficiently to be made a part of the 
timepiece’s delicate mechanism, It 
was therefore given to one of the 
commonest of barnyard animals—the 
pig—to make an important contribu-/ 
tion to the science of horology. The 
first hair spring was actually made 
from a hog's bristle, and it worked 
very well indeed, and also served to 
demonstrate the correctness of the 
principle involved. The next step! 
was the substitution of a steel spring, 
and this led to the development of 
the coiled hair spring which is in use| 
in the modern watch.
